Iowa. as shown by plat re­
corded in book n. page 162. land deed records of the ofllce of the recorder of Wayne 
county. Iowa. the same being lots one (1) and two (2) In block one (1) in Young's sec­
ond addition to the town of Seymour. Iowa. 

WHEREAS, Elsie E. Duskin and J. B. Duskin, her husband gave to Wayne 
county, Iowa a certain mortgage dated September 5th, A. D. 1902"to secure 
the payment of the principal sum of two hundred twenty-five and n0-100 
dollars, with accruing interest thereon, said mortgage conveying Lots One 
(1) and Two (2) in Young's Second Addition to the town of Seymour, 
Iowa, which said mortgage was foreclosed and bid in by Wayne county, 
Iowa,..and said land was conveyed to Wayne county Iowa, by sheriff's deed 
dated December 18th, A. D. 1915, instead of to the state of Iowa as required 
by law, and 

WHEREAS, said county sold said land to Ben Gilkerson, and conveyed to 
Ben Gilkerson the land 80 sold him by warranty deed dated September 6th, 
1918, the land 80 sold and conveyed to said Ben Gilkerson being described 
as Lots One (1) and Two (2) in Block One (1) in Young's Second Addition 
to the town of Seymour, Iowa, as shown by plat recorded in Book II, page 
152 of the land deed records at the office of the recorder of Wayne county,
